Triple  Trio  Wins 
Trophy  in  First 
Student  Revue 

Eleven  Organizations 
Compete  for  Prize  in 
Initial  Presentation 


With  music  sweet  and  hot,  with 
dance  and  with  laughter,  the  first 
pf  what  is  hoped  to  be  an  annual 
Student  Stunt  Revue  went  on  the 
College  stage  last  Friday  night. 
Produced  and  performed  entirely 
by  the  students  themselves,  this 
first  attempt  consisted  of  numbers 
presented  by  eleven  campus  organ¬ 
izations. 

The  Girls’  Triple  Trio  with  its 
“Revue  of  Songs”  was  declared  by 
popular  vote  to  be  the  winner  in  the 
1940  Student  Stunt  Revue.  Second 
place  went  to  the  Green-and- 
White  Peppers  for  their  “Rhythm 
School",  and  the  Dance  Band  with 
'  its  presentation  Fitch  Band  Wagon 
;  captured  third  place  in  the  mind  of 
the  audience. 

The  prize-winning  Triple  Trio 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Marian 
Kerr  presented  a  revile  of  old  pop¬ 
ular  songs  taken  from  the  era  of 
the  gay  nineties.  To  the  accompani¬ 
ment  of  "A  Bicycle  Built  for  Two" 
Arlene  Congdon  as  the  young  gay- 
blade  of  the  town  rode  in  on  a 
tandem  with  Elizabeth  Garder  as 
the  true  love  on  the  back  seat. 

“He’s  a  Devil”,  “I  Have  My 
Steady”,  “Last  Night  on  the  Back 
Porch”,  and  other  remnants  of  a 
bygone  romantic  era  completed  the 
number.  The  members  of  the  win¬ 
ning  organization  include  Arlene 
Congdon,  Elizabeth  Garder,  Mary 
Louise  Turner,  Lois  Langland. 
Dorothy  Lasell,  Iola  Argo,  Marcia 
Tyson,  Margaret  McLaughlin,  and 
Laura  M.  Davis. 

Second-prize  money  was  taken 
by  the  Grecn-and-White  Peppers 
under  the  sponsorship  of  Miss  Day 
Weems.  In  their  “Rhythm  School,” 
with  Mae  Eberhart  as  teacher,  they 
presented  a  revue  of  more  modern 
end  nerve-racking  melodies. 

The  Dance  Band  with  its  Fitch 
Band-, Wagon  took  third  prize. 

'  Vaughn  Means  'acted  as  master 
of '  ceremonies,  giving  imitations  of 
famous  radio  personalities,  and  Bob 
Dunham  gave  the  crooner. 

■  At  the  half-way  mark  of  the 
revue,  the  O’Neillian  Club  presented 
pnap-s  hot  versions  of  several 
modern  plays  with  cash  prizes  of  $1 
foi  those  in  the  audience  who 
correctly  gave  the  titles  of  the  plays 
represented  among  the  charades. 
Harold  Brueggeman  in  his  advice 
to  a  white  rat  amused  the  audience 
nnd  suggested  “Brother  Rat.” 

*  Other  organizations  who  parti¬ 
cipated  included  the  Barkatz  with  a 
dramatic  sketch  “Hearts  and  Tarts", 
the  Varsity  Villagers  with  an  imper- 
sonation  of  a  Jewish  woman  of  the 
Now  York  East  side  given  by  Myrtle 
Heaston,  and  the  YMCA  and  YWCA 
with  a  character  sketch  “Mary’s 
After-World.”  Esther  Ward  por¬ 
trayed  the  teacher  with  the  aching 
'feet  and  never-ending  calls  upon 
her  time. 

The  Association  for  Childhood 
Education  presented  a  skit,  "Little 
’Black  Sambo,”  relating  the  tribula¬ 
tions  of  a  little  savage  in  the  African 
jungle;  Residence  Hall  girls  com¬ 
pressed  all  the  events  of  the  day 
into  a  sketch,  “A  Day  at  Residence 
Hall”;  and  the  Women's  Athletic 
Organization  presented  an  allegory 
on  the  athletic  achievements  of  the 
■’Bearcats  “Here  Comes  the  Bride." 
The  Dance  Club  closed  the  even¬ 
ing’s  entertainment  with  a  series 
of  dance  numbers  entitled  "Broad¬ 
way  Nights.”

Alumni  of  Chicago 
Respond  to  Call  of 
Their  Alma  Mater 

Maryville  alumni  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  are  showing  their  in¬ 
terest  in  their  Alma  Mater  by  the 
gilts  they  are  making  toward  the 
Alumni  Foundation  Fund  being 
raised  in  honor  of  the  fiftieth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  university.  Not 
every  one  has  contributed,  nor  has 
opportunity  yet  been  given  all  to 
pledge  a  certain  amount;  but  the 
response -is- encouraging  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge. 

The  local  committee  is  made  up  of 
Miss  Grace  M.  Shepherd,  Miss 
Dora  B.  Smth,  and  Mr.  William  T. 
Garrett,  with  Miss  Mattie  M.  Dykes 
as  chairman.  It  was,  and  is,  the 
hope  of  the  committee  that  the  final 
report  will  be  one  hundred  per  cent. 
"No  gift  is  Loo  small  to  count,"  says 
ihe  central  committee  of  the  Alumni 
Foundation. 

Tlie  University  of  Chicago  has  an 
enviable  record.  It  was  the  first 
university  in  the  Middle  West  and 
the  third  in  the  country  to  sponsor 
research  as  a  primary  activity;  more 
than  G0.000  research  reports  have 
been  published  by  scholars  of  tills 
single  university. 

Pioneer  achievements  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  in  teaching  theory  and  prac¬ 
tice  also  have  received  nationwide 
acceptance,  including  the  “Chicago 
Plan"  of  undergraduate  education 
put  into  effect  by  President  Robert 
M.  Hutchins  in  1931,  development 
of  the  only  full-time  staff,  and  the 
new  Law  School  curriculum,  with 
"lion  legal”  content  in  addition  to 
traditional  law  courses. 

Receive  Nobel  Prizes 

Four  research  -  projects  at  the 
University  have  been  honored  by 
the  award  of  the  Nobel  Prize: 
physics  discoveries  on  the  Chicago 
quadrangles  by  Professors  A.  A. 
Michelson,  Robert  A.  Millikan,  and 
Arthur  II.  Compton,  and  surgical 
research  at  Chicago  by  Dr.  Alexis 
Carrel. 

The  University  of  Chicago’s  lead¬ 
ership  in  American  education  is 
evidenced  by  the  more  than  120 
college  and  university  presidents  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  Included 
among  its  alumni.  More  recipients 
of  the  Ph.  D.  degree  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  are  professors  in  American 
colleges  nnd  universities  than  hold¬ 
ers  of  the  degree  from  any  other 
institution. 

The  University  has  instructed 
more  than  190,000  persons  so  suc¬ 
cessfully  that  one  in  every  sixteen 
persons  listed  In  "Who’s  Who"  Ls  a 
lormer  Chicago  student.

Student  Opinion  Survey 


By  Student  Opinion  Surveys 

Austin,  Texas,  May,  17 — A,  grpiat 
majority  of  American  college-  stu¬ 
dents,  83  per  cent,  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  government  should  provide 
medical  care  fQr  those  people  who 
cannot  afford  It  themselves. 

That  is  what  Interviewers  for  the 
Student  Opinion  Surveys  of  Amer¬ 
ica  from  one  end  of  the  country  to 
the  other  discovered  in  this  week’s 
scientific  poll  of  college  students. 

The  survey  points  to  a  uniformity 
of  opinion  In  every  section  of  the 
country,  but  there  Is  a  slight  dif¬ 
ference  between  two  classes  of  stu¬ 
dents,  working  and  non-working. 
Those  who  earn  all  or  part  of  their 
college  expenses,  and  who  therefore 


belong  In  a  lower-income  group,  are 
more  Inclined  to  believe  that  medi¬ 
cal  insurance  is  a  function  of  gov¬ 
ernment.  The  following  tabulations 
reveal  this  difference  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  asked: 

Do  you  believe  the  govern¬ 
ment  should  be  responsible  for 
providing  medical  care  for  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  unableto  pay  for 
it? 

Yes:  all,  83  per  cent;  working 
students,  25  per  cent;  non¬ 
working,  81.  per  cent. 

No:  all,  13  per  cent;  working 
students,  11.  per  cent;  non¬ 
working,  15  per  cent. 

No  opinion:  all,  4  per  cent: 

working  students,  4  per  cent; 
nonrworking,  4  per  cent.

Mark  in  Mile  and 
Half-Mile  Event 


Wayne  Taylor,  the  Mound  City 
sopliomore  distance  star  runner  of 
the  Maryville  Teachers  College, 
broke  two  records  in  the  MIAA 
track  carnival  Saturday  at  War- 
rensburg.  In  addition  to  setting  a 
new  mark  In  the  half  mile  which 
had  been  predicted,  he  also  broke 
the  mile  record  and  was  second  high 
scorer  of  the  meet  which  was  won 
by  Cape  Girardeau  with  81  points. 

Maryville  was  second  with  59 16 
points,  Other  scoring  was  Klrksville 
33,  Springfield  31  2-3,  Warrensburg 

21  1-3  and  Rolla  13U>. 

After  running  the  mile  in  4:20.5 
to  break  the  former  record  of 
4:27.3  set  by  Beal  of  Klrksville  in 
1931,  Taylor  came  back  to  clip  a 
tenth  of  a  second  off  the  half  mile 
mark.  He  ran  the  880  in  1:59.9.  The 
former  record  of  2  minutes  flat  was 
set  by  Kill  ion  of  Springfield  in  1933. 

Ostrus  Wins  Hurdle  Race

Student  Opinion  Surveys  of  America 

Austin  Texas.  May  17 — As  Eur¬ 
ope’s  war  spreads  to  new  fronts,  ob¬ 
servers  are  pointing  to  increasing 
possibilties  of  the  U.  S,  being  in¬ 
volved.  In  the  poinlon  or  American 
college  students,  many  of  whom  are 
of  fighting  age,  what  are  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  the  U.  S.  should 
join  the  Allies  against  Germany? 

Interviewers  in  scores  of  cam¬ 
puses  have  asked  that  question  in 
a  Student  Opinion  Surveys  samp¬ 
ling.  The  results,  exclusive  to  the 
Northwest  Missourian  and  other 
member  newspapers,  show  definite¬ 
ly  that  the  American  collegian  lias 
not  changed  his  mind,  is  still  much 
opposed  to  rushing  into  the  con- 
nice. 

A  good  majority — two  to  one — 
may  be  included  in  two  camps; 
Those  who  believe  we  should  not 
join  at  all;  those  who  would  have 
us  fight  only  in  case  the  U.  S.  is 
actually  threatened  with  an  inva¬ 
sion. 

The  largest  group  of  students, 
one-third  of  the  entire  enrollment', 
would  keep  our  armies  at  home  and 
fight  only  if  an  enemy  attacked  on 
this  side  ot  the  Atlantic.  The 
smallest  group  registered  in  the 
.poll,  2  per  cent,  represents  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  believe  the  U.  S.  should 
join  the  Allies  at  once.

Those  are  the  opinions  of  stu¬ 
dents  after  the  German  invasion  of 
Scandinavia.  Recent  Allied  failures 
in  Norway  may  have  changed  atti¬ 
tudes  to  some  extent,  but  the  trend 
as  the  war  has  progressed  has  been 
more  and.  more  against  the  U.  S. 
entering  the  conflict.  Six  months 
ago  a  Surveys  poll  pointed  out  that 
36  per  cent  approved  of  Sending 
troops  against  Germany  if  the  Al¬ 
lies  appeared  to  be  losing.  Now 
only  10  per  cent  approve.
